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Kidnap 
man may 
spend life 
in prison

A PREDATORY paedophile 
who kidnapped two children 
in Oldbury has been told he 
may spend the rest of his life 
in prison. 

Michael Jackson, 50, was 
given an indefinite jail term 
for snatching a girl and a boy 
in separate attacks and told 
he would not be released 
until he was no longer a 
danger to the public. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard he abducted 
and assaulted a boy aged 10 
and left him tied up in his 
ground floor flat in Bristnall 
Hall Road, but the boy 
managed to escape and call 
for help. After Jackson was 
arrested a second victim, a 
girl of the same age, came 
forward. 

He had lured her to his 
home, tied her up and taken 
photographs of her. He said 
he would give her £5 if she 
did not tell her mother. 

Jackson, who John 
Attwood, defending, said 
had been abused as a child, 
admitted kidnap, intent to 
commit a sexual offence, a 
sexual assault, child abduc¬ 
tion and false imprison¬ 
ment. He was ordered to 
sign the sex offenders regis¬ 
ter for life. 

Mayor opens

JOY AS PARCEL FIRM 
DELIVERS JOBS BOOST

PLANS by parcel giant 
DPD for a £175 million 
expansion including an 
extra depot at its Smeth¬ 
wick headquarters have 
been welcomed. 

Warley MP John Spellar said: 
“The company, workforce, trade 
union Unite and Sandwell Council 
have worked well together to ensure 
this new investment and new job 
opportunities.” 

The company wants to create a £100m 
sorting hub in the East Midlands, one of 
the largest of its kind in Europe. 

DPD also wants to spend £12m on 
building 10 new depots over the next 15 
months and £8m on upgrading the exist¬ 
ing 40 depots. 

One of the new depots will be at the 
company’s headquarters off Roebuck 
Lane, Smethwick. 

DPD’s plans will create 1,500 full-time 
jobs across the country. 

In addition, £35m will be spent on the 
replacement of all the handheld devices 
used by drivers to find the best delivery 
routes and on investment in security and 
IT upgrades. 

Delighted 

The news comes after parent firm 
GeoPost UK unveiled plans for a £20m 
upgrade of the Roebuck Lane site. 

This project alone will create 250 jobs 
and allow the firm to handle 150,000 
extra packages a night. 

DPD chief executive Dwain McDonald 
said: “I’m delighted to announce this 
very significant investment in new jobs 
and infrastructure. DPD has been 
expanding year on year and is now the 
fastest growing major carrier in the UK. 

“This investment will allow us to 
expand our network capacity further to 
meet demands from our customers and 
maintain our service standards.” 

Bosses are looking at sites in Rugby 
and Leicester for the new sorting hub. 

The work is to meet growing demand 
from the online retail boom and comes 
on the back of the success of the Predict 
service, which provides customers with a 
one-hour delivery window so they do not 
have to wait in all day.

Diamond Bus driver Davinder 
Singh, aged 59, was greeted by 
the sight of damage to the rear,

The father-of-two said: “It’s 
certainly not a nice way for me to 
start my time off.” 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Lee Page said: “We 
got the first call at 7.10am from 
someone who said their car had 
paint stripper on it.

Man, 30, 
jailed for 
fire bomb 
attempt 

A MAN who tried to fire¬ 
bomb a West Bromwich shop 
after being refused service 
because he appeared drunk 
has been jailed for six-and-a- 
half years. 

Darren Hall said “I’ll be 
back” when ushered away 
from Ashish News by owner 
Arpeet Patel,Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court was told. 

Hall, 30, of Broomfield 
Crescent, Wednesbury, 
made a petrol bomb, said 
prosecutor Laura Hobson. 

He returned to light it and 
throw it at the Carters 
Green store after attracting 
the attention of the owner 
by knocking on the window. 

But Mr Patel had time to 
close the door and the plastic 
bottle bounced off the glass, 
creating a fireball on the 
pavement. Mr Patel 
managed to put it out, said 
Miss Hobson. 

Hall, who had been freed 
from jail seven months 
earlier, was recognised by 
police on CCTV He denied 
attacking the shop and told 
police he bought fuel for the 
motorcycle of a friend. 

But while he was in 
custody a search of his cell 
discovered a mobile phone 
from which he had sent text 
messages to friends admit¬ 
ting to the fire-bombing. 

Hall, who was on licence 
from prison at the time of 
the February 29 attack, 
pleaded guilty to attempted 
arson while reckless as to 
whether life was endan¬ 
gered.

EIGHTEEN new jobs could 
be created at a cook and 
bakeware company in West 
Bromwich, under new 
expansion plans. 

Pargat Housewares Ltd 
wants to create extra office 
and storage space at its base 
in Birmingham Road. 
Bosses said the work would 
allow the company to 
expand. 

A planning application 
submitted to Sandwell 
Council says the firm 
employs 80 full-time 
workers and that the project 
would create 18 jobs. 
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Contractor stole cabling from Metro 


A CONTRACTOR who stole over¬ 
head cabling from the Midlands 
Metro and sold it for more than 
£1,000 has been given a 12-week 
suspended sentence and ordered to 
do 120 hours’ community work. 

John Thomas was working for 
Morgan Sindall and had been 
employed by transport authority 
Centro for engineering work at the 
Wednesbury depot. He said at the 


end of his contract, a “blind eye” was 
turned and he admitted taking the 
wire to his Crewe home. 

He pleaded guilty to theft and 
brothers Mark and Gary Talbot 
admitted helping him sell the stolen 
goods to a scrap dealer on August 20, 
for £100 each. 

The Talbots were each given 12- 
month community orders and 120 
hours of community work each. 


The three were ordered to pay £85 
court costs and compensation of 
£360 each. 

Kelly Crowe, prosecuting, told 
Sandwell magistrates said the theft 
was a breach of trust. 

Harmail Gill, defending Thomas, 
said the 50-year-old, of Hungerford 
Avenue, Crewe, believed he had per¬ 
mission to take the cabling. He said: 
“A blind eye was turned to the fact it 


was taken, an unspoken agreement. 
The first time he knew it was not as 
he thought was when he was 
arrested.” 

Arvind Sharma, defending Gary 
Talbot, 50, of Sydney Road, and 
Mark Talbot, 49, of Gainsborough 
Road, both Crewe, said: “They did 
find a scrap dealer but they only had 
a cut of £100 each before giving the 
rest back to Mr Thomas.” 


Council's longer hours 
experiment proves a hit 


ABOUT 400 people have taken advantage of 
a pilot scheme in which Sandwell’s council 
offices open later and on Saturdays. 

The scheme, believed to be the first of its type in the 
region, started on October 6. The new hours are designed to 
give residents more flexibility in paying bills. A six-month 
trial is taking place and if successful, hours could be 
extended even further.

Analysts add that groups 
continue to respond proac¬ 
tively and robustly to chal¬ 
lenges they face, and by 
using energy drawn from 
within the community they 
are playing an important 
contribution in addressing 
problems. 

However, says the report, 
challenges looming in the 
future include financial 
threats which should be 
tackled with a strategic 
business approach, influ¬ 
encing public policy and 
long-term society develop¬ 
ments, which can be met by 
engaging a wide pool of folk. 


House in Oldbury are open 
lOam-lpm on Saturdays. 

It is being staffed by exist¬ 
ing employees and funded 
from existing resources. 

Sandwell Council deputy 
leader and cabinet member 
for service improvement, 
Councillor Mahboob 

Hussain said: “The longer 
opening hours are proving 
to be extremely popular 
with residents who may 
have found it difficult to get 
to the council house during 
normal working hours. 

“In the short time it has 
been operating around 400 
people have taken advan¬ 
tage of it - more than we had 
expected. 

“The most popular serv¬ 
ices are revenue and bene¬ 
fits and cashiers.” 

Payment 

A consultation on the 
plans was launched earlier 
this year, with residents 
asked what hours would suit 
them. 

The council already offers 
a range of services online so 
that residents can pay their 
council tax, report a pothole 
or request a bulky waste col¬ 
lection 24 hours a day. 

The council’s One Stop 
Shop at the Council House, 
in Freeth Street, Oldbury, is 
open from 8am to 5.30pm 
Monday to Thursday and 
until 5pm on Fridays. 

It offers a range of serv¬ 
ices, from payment of 
council tax, to dealing with 
benefits. 

Other Sandwell Council 
services already available 
outside normal office hours 
include seven-days-a-week 
burials and cremations.

Casino's 
licence 
on the 
agenda 

A MEETING to discuss the 
gambling licence at the 
centre of a proposed £6 
million casino was being 
held today (Thursday). 

The proposed venue, in 
Oldbury, would create 120 
jobs but the scheme is in 
jeopardy after a High Court 
judge ruled that a gambling 
licence should not have been 
issued for the premises. 

Grosvenor Casinos Ltd, 
which runs Mecca Bingo in 
Halesowen Street, Oldbury, 
was given council permis¬ 
sion to transfer an unused 
casino licence to other prem¬ 
ises. The licence was moved 
to premises at Birchley 
Island where the new 
venture is planned. But, fol¬ 
lowing a legal challenge by 
rival casino operator, Clock- 
fair Ltd, High Court judge 
Mr Justice Lloyd Jones said 
Sandwell Council should not 
have granted the casino 
licence in the first place. 

The judge said it was 
“clear policy” that premises 
should not have more than 
one licence at a time. As 
there was already a bingo 
licence in place at Mecca, the 
casino licence should not 
have been issued. He said 
the council must now recon¬ 
sider an application by 
Clockfair Ltd to revoke the 
casino licence. 

UNO firms 
in the race 
for link-up 

TWO private firms are now 
vying to partner children’s 
services at Sandwell 
Council. 

The authority has whit¬ 
tled down applications to 
two, after advertising for a 
private-sector partner. The 
winner could be paid up to 
£900,000 over three years. 

The authority’s plan to 
put money into the service 
was drawn up after director 
Barbara Peacock, who 
pulled the department up to 
an adequate Ofsted rating, 
left last month. 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, the borough’s head 
of service improvement, was 
due to hear an update on the 
tender process at a private 
meeting this week. 

Council bosses say the 
involvement of the private 
sector will build on improve¬ 
ments made within the serv¬ 
ices by in-house staff. 
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Plan to 
expand 
mosque 
launched 

A WEST Bromwich mosque 
will expand under proposals 
submitted to planning chiefs 
at Sandwell Council. 

Leaders at the Madinatul 
Uloom Al-Islamiyah 

Mosque, in Moor Street, 
have applied to the council 
to extend the front of the 
premises. 

A planning report said the 
scheme includes a new 
entrance lobby, a new dis¬ 
abled toilet and shower 
room. The costs of the pro¬ 
posals are not yet known. 

Harborne-based Ian G 
Humphrey Chartered Sur¬ 
veyors say the scheme would 
match the existing building. 

If approved, it would be 
the second boost for the 
mosque this year. 

In January, leaders had 
approval to create 25 car 
parking spaces, to cut down 
on on-street parking block¬ 
ing roads nearby for resi¬ 
dents. 

Mosque leaders applied 
after councillors were 
lobbied about parking prob¬ 
lems on nearby Turks Head 
Way. 

The new police station, in 
Moor Street, has also added 
to congestion. 

An extra 22 parking 
spaces have now been 
created at the mosque as 
well as three disabled 
spaces, leaving total of 39 
bays. 

Help for 
Luke with 
legal fight 

MURDER suspect Luke 
Walker, who is at home in 
the Black Country on bail, 
will attend an event organ¬ 
ised by well-wishers to raise 
money towards paying for 
the fight to clear his name. 

A disco, at Baggeridge 
Country Park, near Sedgley, 
on November 30, was origi¬ 
nally intended to be a cele¬ 
bration. 

It was thought that by then, 
he would cleared by a Greek 
court. 

But the trial was halted 
on its first day, two weeks 
ago, after key prosecution 
witnesses were not called - 
so he still has to prove he is 
innocent of killing his girl¬ 
friend, Chelsea Hyndman, 
20, in Crete. 

Luke, 24, of Brierley Hill, 
was allowed to go home after 
the proceedings were put on 
hold. 


Ex-boxer jailed for killing man in fight

A FORMER professional boxer was jailed 
for eight years after being found guilty of 
killing a father in a pub fight in West 
Bromwich. 

A jury convicted Peter Nightingale of the 
manslaughter of father-of-eight Darren 
Jones at Greets Green Social Club, but 
acquitted him of murder. 

Nightingale, aged 43, showed no emotion 
as the verdicts were read out at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last week. But they 
were greeted by cheers from family 
members outside the courtroom, who had 
been unable to get into the packed public 
gallery. 


The trial heard that trouble at Greets 
Green Social Club flared at around 8pm on 
February 26. People saw two fights just 
minutes apart between Nightingale and Mr 
Jones in the lounge of the pub in Whitehall 
Road during a disco. 

The prosecution said Nightingale used his 
“considerable skills” as a former profes¬ 
sional fighter during the fights with Mr 
Jones. The court heard how the ex-boxer 
punched and kicked Mr Jones repeatedly 
after he had fallen to the floor and lay 
unconscious. 

The prosecution said he then took a taxi 
to The Tilted Barrel pub in Princes End. 


The defence insisted it was 42-year-old 
Mr Jones who hit Nightingale first, and said 
only one of the defendant’s punches con¬ 
nected. 

The court heard how after returning to 
his home in South Road, Tipton, Nightin¬ 
gale washed his trousers to hide evidence. 

Speaking after the hearing yesterday, Mr 
Jones’s family paid tribute to him. 

They said: “Darren’s death has left our 
family devastated beyond words. 

“Children have been robbed of a loving 
father and grandfather and their lives will 
never be the same.” 


Teacher faces court after 
dog bit boy, 12, in street

A TEACHER from Tipton has 
admitted being in charge of a 
dog that was dangerously out of 
control, and bit a boy aged 12. 

Gurdeep Purewal was walking her 
German shepherd on a lead when it 
jumped up and bit the boy on the chest. 

Mr Geoffrey Dann, prosecuting, told 
Sandwell Magistrates’ Court that Purewal 
was walking her dog along St Martin’s 
Drive in Tipton with her two children on 
April 16 at around 8pm, when the attack 
happened. 

The child was walking with his brother, 
when they squeezed past on the pavement. 

Mr Dann said: “As they went past the dog 
leapt up on the child’s left side, and put his 
paws on his chest. He bit him on the chest 
and underneath the arm.” 

Mr Dann told the court that Purewal 
asked the child whether he was all right, 
but he just walked away. She later told the 
police she did not think the boy had been 
bitten. 

The youngster was left with two punc¬ 
ture wounds on his chest, and his jacket 
was ripped. He had to go to a doctor and for 
treatment and antibiotics. 

Sideways 

The court heard that the dog was seized 
by police on June 29. 

Jason Georgiou, defending, told the 
court that the 10-year-old dog was a much¬ 
loved family pet and had not bitten anyone 
before. 

He said: “It seems as they squeezed past, 
the boy lifted his arms whilst walking side¬ 
ways and this caused the dog to get excited 
and jump up.” 

He added: “Mrs Purewal had not been 
made aware there was a bite.” 

He said the pregnant mother of two, who 
is working as a supply teacher, had no pre¬ 
vious convictions, and he said that a con¬ 
viction would affect her prospects of 
gaining employment. 

The 36-year-old pleaded guilty to being 
in charge of a dog which was dangerously 
out of control in a public place and caused 
injury. 

Mgistrates decided to adjourn the case 
for reports to be made on both the dog and 
the defendant. 

Purewal, of Cory Croft, will be sentenced 
on December 3. 


SCORES of apprenticeships have been 
created with the building of the £200 million 
New Square shopping and leisure develop¬ 
ment in West Bromwich.

Richard Barrell, project manager for 
Tesco said: “We have worked closely with 
Sandwell to make the project a success in the 
total regeneration of the town, and this 
includes looking where we can for job oppor¬ 
tunities for local people before and after the 
scheme opens.” 


New Square will create 2,000 new full and 
part-time jobs for the area when the scheme 
opens in 2013. 

Sean Delaney, senior project manager at 
Vinci Construction UK, Building North 
added: “We hope the apprentices will have 
learnt more than just their skills, and have a 
good understanding of the many facets of a 
major scheme.” 

Sandwell’s jobs boss Councillor Derek 
Rowley added: “The whole New Square 
scheme is already providing an enormous 
boost.”

OWN up. As a fungal infection threatens to wipe out 
Britain’s ash trees, how many of us can actually iden¬ 
tify an ash tree? 

OUR changing language. An American forecaster, 
describing the aftermath of Hurricane Sandy, referred to 
deep flooding as “multi-feet inundation.” 

WE may not think much of weather forecasters but 
consider this. Superstorm Sandy struck a population 
of 50 million Americans who had been given several 
days’ warning. About 60 fatalities have been reported. 
In the days before weather forecasting, the Great 
Storm of November 1703 ripped across an unpre¬ 
pared England with a population of just five million. In 
the space of 24 hours it killed 8,000 people. 

HOW computers work. I bought a pair of boots on 
eBay. The next day, I logged on to find that eBay had 
already selected items I might be interested in buying, 
namely three more pairs of boots. Computers don’t 
understand that when you have bought a pair of boots, 
the last thing you are likely to want is another pair of 
boots. I was actually looking for a vegetable rack. Geeks 
are always talking about artificial intelligence, as though 
it is just around the corner. When they develop a com¬ 
puter program that can make the connection between 
boots and a vegetable rack, that will be the time to start 
worrying. 

TWO developments on the burglary front deserve 
watching. The first is the Government announcing 
open season on burglars caught red-handed. Check 
the small print carefully, but the new guidelines seem 
to suggest we can whack them very hard indeed. The 
second development is the news this week that half 
of all burglars, including many with more than ^con¬ 
victions, are given fines or community service rather 
than jail. How long will it be before a householder 
batters a burglar to death and the dead man’s family 
sue the judge for giving the burglar his liberty, and 
thus allowing him to carry on robbing, instead of 
locking him safely up in prison? 

THE Duchess of Cornwall has apparently booked into 
a “holistic health centre” in southern India for a regime of 
“spiritually healing” ayurvedic massages. She is dabbling 
in what some people call alternative medicine, some call 
complementary medicine and others call complete cob¬ 
blers. One of the most outspoken sceptics was Nigella 
Lawson’s first husband, the late, great columnist John 
Diamond. When he found himself dying of a particularly 
cruel form of cancer in the late 1990s, Diamond investi¬ 
gated some of the alternatives to Western medicine and 
concluded that West was best. From beyond the grave, 
Diamond has this massage for Camilla: “It’s easy for the 
well-fed metropolitan with time and money on his hands 
to talk about dealing with his chronic symptoms with 
ayurvedic medicine or Chinese herbal therapies ... but 
if you go to the countries where those remedies are all 
they have, you’ll find them crying out for good old 
Western antibiotics, painkillers and all the rest of the 
modern and expensive pharmacopoeia.”

Facelift for fountain on way to new home 


PLANS have been submitted 
to dismantle and restore an 
historic Grade-II listed foun¬ 
tain that will be moved to a 
new home in West Bromwich. 

The Farley Fountain, which 
is now in High Street, will be 
dismantled for the town 
centre improvements which 
are taking place and relocated 
to just outside Dartmouth 
Park. 


Before being rebuilt at the 
park’s entrance it will be 
restorated and repainted. 

The fountain will then be 
rebuilt outside the park, close 
to the new entrance on 
Reform Street. 

Council bosses want to put 
the landmark on a grass 
mound at the site. 

A planning application for 
listed building consent to 


carry out the work has now 
been submitted to Sandwell 
Council. 

The fountain dates back to 
1885 and was constructed as a 
decorative cast-iron drinking 
fountain with an ornate 
canopy above. 

It was commissioned and 
funded by Alderman Reuben 
Farley - who was the first 
Mayor of West Bromwich - in 



memory of his mother Eliza¬ 
beth. 

A smaller version of the 
fountain can be found in Vic¬ 
toria Park in Tipton. 

Money to fund the work 
would come from money 
being spent on the £4.1 
million project that is being 
carried out in the West 
Bromwich.

Historic pub is auctioned for £150,000 


AN historic pub in Smethwick has 
been sold for £150,000 in an 
auction - three times what it was 
expected to fetch. 

The new owners of the historic 
Waterloo Hotel have vowed to 
return the Grade-II listed building 
to its former glory. 

It comes just weeks after 
English Heritage named the land¬ 
mark pub as one of the most 
endangered buildings in the 
country. 

The Edwardian pub, based on 


Shireland Road, Cape Hill, went 
under the hammer at CPBig- 
wood’s auction at Villa Park last 
week. Zafar Rashid and two part¬ 
ners in Five Rivers Investments 
Ltd, bought the pub which was 
once renowned for its beer and 
food. 

The Perry Barr-based company 
plans to turn the building into a 
restaurant with a wine bar. They 
are also considering converting the 
upper floors into apartments. 

Built as a flagship pub-hotel in 


1908 for Mitchells and Butlers 
whose brewery was nearby, and 
dominating a corner site, it had a 
lavish Baroque front and ornate 
interior. 

Zafar Rashid, said: “We want to 
preserve it and we are going to get 
professional advice on how best to 
do that. Our initial thoughts are 
that it becomes a bar and restau¬ 
rant, perhaps with residential on 
the first and second floors.” 

Mr Rashid said once they get the 
keys to the building they hoped to 


start work within 28 days, and to 
reopen the venue within 12 
months. He said: “We want to 
return it to its best. The pub has 
been shut for several years, and 
does need work, and we hope to get 
started as soon as we can.” 

CPBigwood director Ian Tudor 
said: “It is a sad place these days - 
the vandals have been at work. 

“For anyone who knew it in its 
heyday it is a great pity. Let’s hope 
it now gets the tender loving care it 
needs.”

Council in bid for cash to 
create £60,000 cycle route 


A BID for cash from a £15 
million Government fund is 
being made to create a 
£60,000 cycle route in Smeth¬ 
wick. Sandwell Council is 
applying for £30,000 from the 
fund. 

The authority is applying for the 
cash from the Department for Trans¬ 
port’s Cycle Safety Fund to create the 
route to improve safety for cyclists in 
the borough. 

The scheme will run from the exist¬ 
ing crossing near Galton Bridge 
railway station to the junction of High 
Street and the A4030 near Rolfe Street 
railway station. 

If approved, the cash will be match- 
funded with £30,000 from Sandwell’s 
Measures to Encourage Cycling 
Budget. 

Sandwell’s jobs and economy boss, 
Councillor Derek Rowley, has approved 
plans for council officers to submit the 
bid for funding. 

A report which has been discussed by 
Councillor Rowley states that data 
relating to locations with particularly 
high concentrations of cycle accidents, 
and information about locations where 
cyclists do not feel safe, have been for¬ 
warded to local authorities by the 
Department for Transport. 

Safer 

The data for Sandwell relates to the 
A457 Tollhouse Way and A4252 
Telford Way junction. 

When invited to make the applica¬ 
tion for the fund the council could 
develop either a scheme that directly 
resolves safety problems at the location 
identified, or a scheme that provides a 
safer alternative route. 

It is not proposed to carry out any 
physical works to the Tollhouse 
Way/Telford Way roundabout to 
improve safety because a safer alterna¬ 
tive parallel route can be developed. 

Councillor Rowley said: “We are 
going to convert part of the pavement 
into a cycle route. 

“We are doing this to try and make 
people more mobile and get them out of 
cars and into a healthier lifestyle.”

A HISTORY project captur¬ 
ing the changing phases of 
The Beeches Training 
Centre and Penn Hospital 
is being held at Wolver¬ 
hampton Art Gallery. 

Local people are being asked to 
share their memories of the site to 
produce a book and memorial bank. 

The Beeches in Penn Road is an 
18th century grade II listed build¬ 
ing and was originally a gentle¬ 
men’s residence. 

During the 19th century, it was 
the home of Lieut. Col. Waterhouse 
who sold it to Francis Gibbons, one 
of the oldest and biggest makers of 
locks and ironmongery.

In 1935, the house was pur¬ 
chased by Wolverhampton Royal 
Hospital which converted it into a 
convalescent home for women and 
children. During World War Two, 
patients at the Royal were evacu¬ 
ated to their homes and in 1941, 
children’s wards moved to the Penn 
site. 

The first ward for seriously ill 
children opened at the Royal in 
1951 and once patients showed 
signs of improvement, they were 
sent to The Beeches to recuperate. 

Fresh air and sunlight from the 
large bay window is thought to have 
contributed to the children becom¬ 
ing well. 


Young girls were given basic 
training to look after the children 
and lived on the top floor. 

Their duties included keeping 
them fed and amused, a hard task 
considering they were only children 
themselveSches ^ iggg ^ 

had looked after hundreds of chil¬ 
dren from Wolverhampton and sur¬ 
rounding areas suffering from 
illnesses such as polio and TB. It re¬ 
opened in 2004 as The Beeches 
Training and Education Centre, 
used for health and social care.

Blueprint

Sandwell will look within a decade have been 
approved by Government, despite busi¬ 
nesses’ fears that jobs could be at risk.

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Jail term cut 
after appeal 

A THIEF with a penchant for steal¬ 
ing chicken breasts has had his four- 
and-a-half year jail term cut. Andrew 
James Rose, aged 26, of Derby Street, 
Rowley Regis, was sentenced in June. 

The Court of Appeal cut it to three 
years and four months. Giving the 
judgment, Mr Justice Kenneth 
Parker said Rose had at last begun to 
show some signs he wanted to change 
his ways. “We do hope earnestly that 
that is the case, because we wish to 
make it plain that the course we have 
taken might in this case be regarded 
as somewhat lenient,” he said. 

Rose was sentenced after admit¬ 
ting robbery, four breaches of an 
Asbo, three thefts and breaching a 
community order.

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Closure of centre leads to 
swimming lesson refunds

PUPILS have been taking to the air¬ 
waves on their own radio station and 
were given some handy hints from 
Heart FM’s breakfast team Ed James 
and Rachel New. 

They dropped into Alumwell Junior 
in Walsall to help officially launch the 
new station at an assembly. 

AJS FM is being run by Year 4 pupils 
after a specially designed studio was 
created at the Primley Avenue school, 
paid for through a grant from the Big 


Lottery Fund. It was the brainchild of 
teacher Lauren Thorne. 

Pupils hit the airwaves twice a day, 
with broadcasts at 9am to 3pm.Their 
bulletins include school news and at 
the end, a requested tune. Each class¬ 
room has a speaker. 

Deputy head Angela Hill, said: “The 
children love it and they get the chance 
to use the real life equipment.

DOZENS of swimmers have 
been given refunds on 
lessons because of the pro¬ 
longed closure of Wednes- 
bury Leisure Centre ahead of 
a £6 million replacement 
being built. 

The High Bullen pool was closed 11 
months ago for routine maintenance 
and has remained closed after workers 
discovered it had developed ‘concrete 
cancer’. 

Sandwell Council is trying to fast- 
track its replacement, but it was 
revealed last week that a new centre 
would not open until at least 2014, due 
to the time needed to complete the 
project. 

It has emerged that during the 
closure period, Sandwell Leisure 
Trust, which runs the centre, has had 
to reimburse 67 customers for swim¬ 
ming lessons. 

Other customers have decided to use 
facilities in nearby Tipton. 

Review 

Ash Rai, operations manager and 
deputy chief executive officer of the 
trust, said: “In order to accommodate 
the loss of the programme at Wednes- 
bury Leisure Centre, the trust 
increased opening hours at Tipton 
Swimming Centre and through review 
of the programme, increased capacity. 

“The trust has been successful in 
accommodating most requests and, 
where places are limited, a number of 
customers have agreed to remain on a 
waiting list. 

“It is inevitable that following a 
closure, some customers do not wish to 
move, therefore, the trust issued 67 
individual refunds totalling approxi¬ 
mately £450.” 

Borough finance boss Councillor 
Steve Eling has said the council has 
cut out possible delays already to speed 
up the replacement of the centre.

Fatal stab attack site 
is put on the market 

Craft events for Christmas

LAND at the site of a former 
social club in Smethwick, 
which is yards from where a 
teenager was fatally injured, 
has gone on the market. 

Ben Morutare, 16, died after being 
stabbed in the leg outside the Home 
Guard & Old Comrades Club. 

The club, which became a target for 
arsonists after it closed following the 
murder, was demolished last month. 
And now the freehold of the site in 
Oldbury Road is on sale with retail 
property consultants Adam Perrey. 

The teenager from Holden Crescent, 
Coalpool, was attacked on July 28. He 
was found with stab wounds to the leg 
on grass near the club where he had 
attended an 18th birthday party. He 
died at Birmingham Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Following the murder, club boss Bal 
Sangha said she had been forced to con¬ 
sider knocking it down because of strict 
conditions imposed by police. 

Charged 

Officers demanded security be beefed 
up at the club and wanted two doormen 
for the first 100 people at any function 
after 7pm, and one more for every 50 
people after that. 

But the owner said people would not 
use the venue if prices were increased to 
cover the extra cost of the door staff and 
more money would be made by knock¬ 
ing the building down to make way for 
flats. 

Police have charged two teenagers, 
aged 17 and 18, with Ben’s murder. A 
further four people have been charged 
with violent disorder after trouble 
flared on the night of Ben’s death. 

The four, 17 and 18-year-olds, were 
charged in October and one of the 17- 
year-olds is also charged with pervert¬ 
ing the course of justice. 


TRADERS are being sought to take 
part in a market in Wednesbury in the 
run-up to Christmas. 

The Crafters Market has been 
organised to take place in Union 
Street every Saturday until Christ¬ 
mas. And traders who take part will 
not have to pay for pitches as the cost 


is being covered by the High Street 
Innovation Fund. 

Jewellery, art and knitted items will 
be among the items on sale. 

Wednesbury North councillor 
Elaine Costigan said: “Pitches are still 
available and anyone interested can 
turn up at 8am on the day.”

Mayor leads cavalcade at opening 
of Ml underpass after £ 25 m work 


THE £25 million A41 under¬ 
pass in West Bromwich has 
opened to drivers, ending 
more than two years of work. 

An opening ceremony took place with 
Sandwell’s mayor, Councillor Keith 
Davies leading traffic down the road. 

The underpass has been designed to 
speed up traffic flow along the dual car¬ 
riageway, which runs between the town 
and junction one of the M5. 

The redevelopment, which was origi¬ 


nally planned for completion by late 
2011, has pedestrian and cycle paths 
replacing subways and a footbridge 
crossing the underpass to link the town 
centre with All Saints Way. 

The project began in June 2010, with 
speed limits cut from 50mph to 30mph 
and lanes closed along a one-and-a-half 
mile stretch, reaching from Carters 
Green island to the motorway island. 

The capacity of the junction will 
increase from 70,000 to 115,000 vehi¬ 
cles each day. Bus service reliability and 


commuters will also benefit. At the 
opening ceremony around 20 people 
gathered on the bridge overlooking the 
new road including Sandwell council¬ 
lors, officers and construction workers. 

The mayor and deputy mayor led a 
cavalcade underneath the bridge while 
a number of drivers honked their horns 
and waved to the people on the bridge 
as they went through. The mayor then 
unveiled a plaque. 

Within minutes there was a steady 
flow of traffic, and shortly afterwards a 


truck broke down underneath, where it 
stayed for around six minutes, until the 
driver restarted the engine. 

Councillor Davies said: “It was an 
honour to lead the traffic through the 
underpass this morning. So much work 
has gone into this project. It’s exciting 
to see so many changes happening.” 

Borough neighbourhoods boss Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones, said: “This has been 20 
years in the planning and this is a big 
stage in the regeneration of West 
Bromwich.”

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Heroin dealers 
are locked up 


TWO drug dealers who were 
found with heroin with a street 
value of up to £107,000 have each 
been locked up for five-and-a- 
half years. 

Sundev Johal and Lee Malekebu were the 
subject of a covert police operation in which 
Johal was monitored for weeks. The opera¬ 
tion led to a raid at two houses in Walsall, 
where heroin and cannabis were recovered. 

Both men admitted conspiracy to supply 
heroin and cannabis, and conspiracy to 
produce cannabis. Johal, of Uttoxeter Close, 
Dunstall Park, Wolverhampton, had a previ¬ 


ous conviction for possessiing class A drugs 
with intent to supply. Malekebu, of Ashbury 
Court, Great Barr, had previous convictions 
for manslaughter, robbery and possession of 
class B drugs. 

Hugh O’Brien Quinn, prosecuting, told 
Friday’s hearing at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court that police raided a property in 
Walsall Road, Walsall, last November. 

They recovered 996 grams of heroin, 
which had a street value of between £71,000 
and £106,000 and the pair were arrested. 

Police then raided a house in Wolfsbane 
Drive, Walsall, where a cannabis factory was 
found.

A CRAFTSMAN has created 
his own tribute to the iconic 
leader of the women’s strike. 

Bryn Williams, of Cradley, has 
painstakingly carved a wooden statue 
of Mary Macarthur, leader of the 
Cradley Heath chainmakers’ strike, 
out of cherry wood and stag horn. 

He was inspired to create the work 
when he saw a photograph of the trade 
unionist in a shop window on Cradley 
High Street, but he also felt it was 
fitting due to his own family history. 

Mr Williams, of Banners Street, 
said: “Sandwell Council had covered 
the window of an empty shop with a 
photograph of Mary Macarthur speak¬ 
ing to workers and I thought that 
would be a wonderful image to recre¬ 
ate in wood. Also my family has a 
strong chain making connection.” 

His grandfather Thomas Williams 
was a chainmaker, as was his aunt 
Mary Kirton. 

Memories 

The 71-year-old said: “She lived on 
Butchers Lane and had a lean-to, and 
I would go past everyday as a young¬ 
ster and watch her making chain 
there. It brings back very fond memo¬ 
ries.” 

Mary Macarthur led 800 local 
women on a 10-week strike for a 
minimum wage in 1910. The landmark 
victory changed the lives of thousands 
of workers who were earning little 
more than ‘starvation wages’. 

Mr Williams worked from a sketch 
to carve out the main figure using a 
special tool on the intricate design. It 
took him around two months. 

He took up carving after working at 
button factory James Grove & Sons, 
Halesowen. 

The grandfather and father-of-one 
lives with wife Shirley and has won 
many competitions for his designs.

IN the fast-moving world of 
pop, Evanescence are some¬ 
thing of an anomaly.

This year marks the 10th 
anniversary of the show which 
successfully mashed up Celebrity Big 
Brother with Survivor and became 
one of the most talked about shows 
on TV.

“You get up so early and the only 
sort of saving grace is you go to bed 
as early as possible to try and get it to 
finish.” 

Messrs McPartlin and Donnelly will 
also be opting for an early night as 
they have to be up at the crack of 
dawn to present our evening launch 
show, before possibly retiring to the 
hotel pool, or more likely a couple of 
hours on the golf course.

NATIONAL housebuilder, 
Crest Nicholson Regener¬ 
ation is offering first time 
buyers a chance to get on 
the property ladder with a 
five per cent deposit. 

Three schemes at Crest Nichol¬ 
son’s Park Central development, 
Birmingham city centre - First- 
Buy, Easy Buy and NewBuy - are 
aimed at first time buyers strug¬ 
gling for deposits of about £25,000 
(the average currently needed for a 
deposit in the area).

“What’s even better is that the 
deposit needed under FirstBuy is 
just five per cent, meaning you can 
buy a two bedroom stylish apart¬ 
ment at Park Central with a 
deposit of just £7,200,” she said. 

Under FirstBuy a two bedroom 
apartment in the Trinity building 
can be bought for £115,000-made 


up of a 75 per cent mortgage, plus 
a five per cent deposit - with the 
remaining 20 per cent covered by 
an equity loan offered by Crest 
Nicholson and the Housing and 
Communities Agency (HCA) - free 
for the first five years. 

For those not qualifying for 
FirstBuy, Crest Nicholson has 
launched an equity local scheme 
called EasyBuy at Park Central. 

For people not wishing to buy in 
an equity loan scheme, but still 
looking to buy with a deposit of five 
per cent, Crest Nicholson has the 
government’s NewBuy scheme.

PEUGEOT has launched its 
508 hybrid estate and one 
sector of the marketplace 
that will be looking very 
keenly is the business 
segment. 

It has been suggested that a huge 
percentage of the sales will not be to 
the people like me who write the 
cheque but to business users because 
the benefits in kind figures really are 
excellent. 

Add low running costs and although 
expensive, the vehicle, should find 
many willing business users. 

It is an electric hybrid with much 
lower benefit in kind figuresthan a 
pure diesel. 


The new 508 is a seriously big car, 
and the HYbrid 4 is powered by a 163 
bhp 2-litre diesel engine and also a 37 
bhp electric motor, with an automatic 
type gearbox which should give reason¬ 
able performance and driving comfort. 

However the gearbox to me was a bit 
sluggish. 

It is possible to drive it in a sportier 
mode when you have instant perform¬ 
ance from the diesel and the electric. 
You can also opt for a mode that just 
allows the electric motor to propel you 
for short distances in and around town 
and believe me this is seriously spooky 
because people do not hear you coming. 

The looks on people’s faces as you 
glide past in almost electric milk float 
style has to be seen to be believed. 


The vehicle is big and it felt a heavy, 
substantial, solid vehicle. Never was it 
going to be a spirited performer on 
twisty country roads but it performed 
adequately and I always remember the 
phrase that Jaguar’s designer told me 
when they launched the X-type estate 
some years ago, the only time you 
should know you are driving an estate 
is when you look over your shoulder 
and see the acres of room. 

The vehicle is seriously refined and 
will be a rewarding vehicle for its dis¬ 
cerning owner, running costs will be on 
the low side due to its low C02 figures. 

The downside for me without doubt 
is the list price of the vehicle; my par¬ 
ticular 508 would cost £33,695 on the 
road.

Just a routine victory 
for rocketing Albion 


Albion 2 Southampton 0 


BONFIRE NIGHT saw Albion 
continue their rocketing rise up 
the Premier League table. 

Peter Odemwingie scored the goals and 
Youssouf Mulumbu ran the show as the 
Baggies moved to fifth with that rarest of 
commodities - a routine Premier League 
success, writes Steve Madeley. 

The pair led the way for Steve Clarke’s side 
to remind The Hawthorns head coach just 
what he will be deprived of for a month should 
both depart for the Africa Cup of Nations. 

But such worries are for another day. For 
the time being, Baggies supporters can simply 
revel in a wonderful start to a season that 
keeps getting better and better and could yet 
see them a long way towards safety before the 
pair depart for South Africa in January. 

They survived a couple of Southampton 
scares as they ended a long Monday night hoo¬ 
doo to keep pace with the leading sides a 
quarter of the way through the campaign. 

Yet their victory over the Saints was among 
the most comfortable they have ever enjoyed 
in the Premier League as Clarke’s men 
offered further evidence of their elevated 
position in the top-flight food chain. 

Packing 

There was a time not so long ago when 
every Premier League point Albion collected 
required maximum output from every area of 
their team. Such has been the progress made 
at The Hawthorns in recent years, the 
Baggies can now beat certain sides at 80 or 90 
per cent efficiency. 

Struggling Southampton are one such 
outfit and Nigel Adkins’ limited team were 
sent packing by an Odemwingie brace and an 
Albion performance more than competent 
enough to make the Nigerian’s goals count. In 
truth, Clarke’s men rarely hit the attacking 
heights of their previous matches against 
Manchester City and Newcastle. 

They played better against both City and

the Magpies and lost. But while Bonfire Night 
lacked the same fireworks, it crucially deliv¬ 
ered the points needed. 

And with Mulumbu imperious in the heart 
of midfield, surrounded by countless displays 
of solidity from confident colleagues, Clarke’s 
men were excellent value for their victory 
against a Saints side who must have 
reminded the Hawthorns faithful of the 
defensive naivety they became accustomed to 
from their own side under Tony Mowbray. 

Their nerves were evident in just the 
second minute as Maya Yoshida slipped and 
handed cheap possession to Odemwingie, 
who fed the galloping Shane Long. But, as the 
Irishman bore down on goal, Jose Fonte slid 
in to make a crucial saving challenge. 

The Saints were unhappy with a badly 
mistimed challenge from Billy Jones as his 
studs made contact with the lower back of 
Adam Lallana. The Baggies man escaped with 


a yellow card and a stern warning from 
referee Mark Halsey. 

Ben Foster had to make a routine save from 
Rickie Lambert’s angled drive but Albion con¬ 
tinued to make the running and should have 
led on 20 minutes when Zoltan Gera spurned 
a glorious chance. He arrived unmarked six 
yards from goal to meet Odemwingie’s cross¬ 
shot but side-footed over the bar. 

Both teams might have broken the dead¬ 
lock on the half-hour when Rickie Lambert 
sent a free header from a right-wing cross at 
Foster, who bowled it out quickly to spark a 
piercing counter-offensive. Odemwingie cut 
inside and let fly with a 20-yard shot that 
flashed just wide. 

His insistence on trying his luck from dis¬ 
tance was frustrating the home crowd but it 
paid off handsomely nine minutes before half¬ 
time as the visitors’ painfully flimsy defence 
was exploited again. This time they gave 


Mulumbu time and space on the corner of the 
box to look up, assess his options and square 
for Odemwingie, whose 20-yard effort hit 
Yoshida and beat keeper Paulo Gazzaniga. 

The Saints cried foul over Odemwingie’s 
apparent handball in the build-up, but they 
missed several chances to stop the attack.

11 straight victories. 

He said: “I feel the best I 
have felt, my fitness has just 
gone through the roof. My 
speed, sharpness and power 
are perfectly on schedule. 

Pressure 

“I have just got to hold it 
all now so, on fight night, I 
will be ready to go. Once the 
first bell goes, all of that 
frustration will go away. 

“That’s where I want to 
be, it’s been a nightmare to 
get here and that belt has 
been all I have been thinking 
about for over 12 months. 

“I will be a dangerous 
man, I have got to go out 
there and deliver. He’s 
unbeaten, but put me in a 
pressure position and I will 
deliver. 

“I feel fighters perform at 
their best when they are 
challenged and I know 
nothing less than my best 
will be good enough on the 
night. 

“I will be at my best and I 
can’t afford to lose this fight, 
so I will win.”
